Mr. John H. James has written a let- 
ter to THe ATLANTA CoNSTITUTION, con- 
gratulating the people of Georgia upon 
ihe recent decision of the supreme 
court to the eflect that the head ot a 
family can waive the homestead, for 
himself and family. He thinks this 
will cause money to abound, credit to 
easily obtained, and thus the condition 
of the people to be greatly improved. 
The merchants and bankers of Atlanta 
have been intervied and they unani- 
mously agree that | ew good will fol- 
low. There is nodoubt but that the 
credit of the state of Georgia has been 

reatly improved, having been greatly 
impaired previously by the existence of 
the homestead exemption. We think 
the people are to be congratulated, but 
land owners must certainly be very 
careful how they contract debts and 
also be careful not to pay the usual ex- 
orbitant price for goods on time or 
they will soon find themselves without 
a home. ! 
i¢x-Governor Brown has also written 
his opinion to the Constitution. The 
ex-governor thinks the supreme court 
did their duty in deciding the question 
as they did, but thinksit a great mis- 
fortune that farmerscan mortgage their 
homesteads. They will be apt to con- 
{fract debits and pay heavy interest,and 
thus in a few a few years will be sold 
outof “house and home.” He does 
not think that farmers can prosper and 
pay twelve per cent. interest. 

A number of farmers have been pay- 
ing seyenty-five to one huadred per 
cent.on cash price for provisions, and 
notwithstandingthis, some few of them 
have been losing nomoney. They will 
consider the opportunity to get money 
at twelve per cent. a “God 
send” and we believe that plant- 
ers can borrow money at that rate, 
and make money on the farm, provided 
they do not borrow too much. Fully 
one-half or more ofthe farmers are 
compelled to borrow some money dur- 
ing the year. If they can raise their 
‘corn anda portion of their meat at 
home and can borrow a few hundred 
dollars at twelve percent, thev can 
‘still thrive. Borrowing, however, un- 
der any circumstances is a bad business 
and should be done only in cases of 


necessity.

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THE HOMESTEAD. 


Decision of the Supreme Court that 
the Right te the Homestead 
Can be Waived, 


Simmons vs. Anderson. Homestead, 
from Monroe, 
WARNER, C. J. 

rhis was a claim case, which was sub 
mitted to the decision of the court, 
without the intervention of a jury, on 
the following agreed statemcnt of facts: 
** that the defendant in fi fa, James M 
Simmons, on the 27th day of March, 
1873, executed to the plaintiff, W. W. 
Anderson, a mortgage upon one hundred 
acres of land; that said instrument was 
signed sealed and dilivered with all the 
solemnity neccessary under the law, and 
is in all respects a valid mortgage; that 
in said instrument, the said Simmons 
waved for himself and family, all right 
to a homestead, to or out of said bar- 
gained and described p:emises; that 
said morgage has been foreclosea, 
fi fa issued against the defendant, and 
leveid on said jJand; that the defendant, 
asthe head of a family, hessince said 
foreclosure and levy of said fi 
fa, applied for, and obtained a home- 
st: on said land according to 
the requirement of the law, and 
has, as ent for his wife, 
filed his claim thereto.” Upon this state- 
ment of facts the court decided that the 
land was subject to the mortgage fi fa 
levied thereon; whereupo.a the claimant 
exce pied. 

The only question made ber 
on the foregoing statement of facts, 
was whether Simmons, the defendant ip 
the mortgage fi fa,couta waive his right, 
as the head of a family, to claim s home 
stead in the property described in the 
mortgage, sv as to prevent him from 
afterwards obtaining a homestead on the 
specific property mortgaged,and to claim 
the same as a homestead exemption, as 
tbe agent of his wife, from being sub- 
ject to that mortgage fifa The 1758 
section of the Code declares that‘‘in this 
state, the husband is the head of the 
fumily, and the wife is subject to him; 
ver legal civil existence is merged in the 
husband, except so far as the Jaw recog- 
nize: her separately, either for her own 
prv.ection, or for ber benefit, or for the 
preservation of public order.” The con 
stitution of 1868 declares, that each heaa 
of a family, or guardian or trustes 
of a family of minor children, shall be 
entiticd toa homestead of realty to the 
vulue of two thousand dollars in specie, 
&e., which, when set apart, is exempt 
irom levy and sa.e, except for taxes, 
money borrowed and exp.uoded in the 
improvement of the hemestead, or for 
the purchase money of the same, and fo 
i.bor done thereon, or material furnish- 
ed theretor, or removal of iecumbrances 
thereon. When the constitutign declares 
that each heal of a family shall be enti 
tled to a homestead in realty to the vaiue 
of two thousand dollars in specie, it wa: 
pot intended that it should be compulsory 
on each head of a family to take out a 
homestead in his land, whether he desir- 
ed to dosoor not. The obvious and fair | 
cons ruc.ion of this clause of the consti- 
tution is, that each head of a family 
should be entitled to a homestead as 
therein provided, if he desired to have 
one, and not otherwise. When Mr. Sim 
mons borrowed the money and executed 
his mortgage deed to secure its payment, 
he stipulated under his hand and seal, 
that he waived for himself and 
family, all right to a homesteac 
in the mortgaged premises , 
in other words, he declared that. as the 
hed of a family, he did not desire to 
have a homestead on that land so mort- 
gag d by him As the head of his fam 
ily, and owner of the land, he could 
bave made an absolute sule of it, and 
thus have defeated all claims of his fam 
ily to a homestead onthe land. Whay,as 
the head of his family and owner of the 
land, could he not stipulate that he 
would not claim a homestead on it, the 
more especially if he did not desire tu 
have one? Besides, it does rot appear 
from the record ip this case, but that the 
defendant, Simmons, had pienty of other 
land than that mortgaged, on which he 
could have taken a homestead exemption 
as the head of a family. The vbtaining 
and cluiming a homestead exemption ip 
the mortgaged property by Mr. Simmons, 
as the agent of his wile, after stipulating 
in the mortgage, as the head of his fam 
ily, that he waived for himself and fam- 
ily, all right to a homestead in the mort- 
gaged premises, does not, we regret to 
eay, exhibit a very high standerd of 
either his legal or moral obligation to 
pay an honest debt. In view of the facts 
as disclosed in the record, we aflirm the 
judgment of the court below.

A Breaktast with the Khedive. 


The correspondent’ of the London 
Daily Telegraph at Cairo gives the fol- 
lowing account of a b t with the 
Khedive of Egypt: 

“Great taste was displayed in the 
decoration of the table—I have rarely 
seen such fruit and exoties even in 
ee houses—and the ornamental 
structures in sugar and sweet pastes, 
which served as centre-pieces, were as 
remarkable for their size as for the 
elaborateness of their design and the 
richness of their colors. The servants 
were not arrayed in the picturesque 
and frequently very costly costumes 
worn by the retainers of most wealthy 
Egyptian seigneurs, but wore European 
liveries of green and gold. 

“Of the breakfast itself, which lasted 
till 3 o’clock, and was composed of no 
less than twerty-two courses, the 
most interesting feature to the foreign- 
ers who partook of it was, I imagine 
that it opened with fresh oysters and 
real turtle soup.

In the other it is a power conferred only within 
specified limits. Still it hasbeen seized upon 
by some as meaning the same in the hands of 
both. Aliowing this to be true the power in the 
case of the president's exer. ise of it, has not 
been shown to have received the assent of any 
respectable tribunal in cases other than those 
affecting those subjects of sovereignty which 
the king of England has as part of his royal pre- 
rogative, to-wit: Reyenue, postoffice, custom 
house, mail agencies, and the like, not affecting 
the great interes: of the public peace, and pri- 
vate security of the citizen. 

Granti: g this to be wrong however, and that 
the power of tne president extends to all cases 
where mercy can be «sked or pirdon extended, 
can any case be found in England or America 
where a pardon has been granted, and effective- 
ly pleaded in a court of justice which rested up- 
on grounds of avowed innocence in the ap-
